New Ruling. 

Under a ruling recently adopted 
by the postoffice department, a great 
change will be marked in the sub- 
scription list of country newspapers. 
The order is as follows: 

'A reasonable time will be allow- 
ed pub ishers to secure rtnewals of 
subscriptions, but unless subscrip- 
tions are expressly renewed after 
the term for which they are paid, 
within the following periods: 

Dailies, within three months; tri- 
weeklies, within six months; semi- 
weeklies, within nine months; week- 
ie8,within one year; monthlies,with- 
n four months; bi-monthlies, within 
six months; quarterlies, within six 
months, they shall not be counted in 
the legitimate list of subscribers.and 
copies mailed on account thereof 
shall not be accepted for mailing at 
the second-class postage rate of one 
pound, but be mailed at the 
BC(;nd-cla.sa postage rate 
of one cent for each four ounces or 
fraction thereof, prepaid by stamps 
affixed. 

Postmasters should scrutinizie 
mailing of publications entered a| 
their ofBce as second-class matter to 
ascertain whether the publishers are 
complying with the law and these 
regulations. 

'Every postmaster having reason 
to believe that a publication passing 
in the mails as matter of the second- 
class is not entitled to the ' second 
class mailing privileges, either by 
reason of the character of the putni- 
cation itself or of irregular meUiodt 
or practices pursued by tlie publish- 
ers, is e.xpectwl to reporl the matter 
promptly, with any evidence or fact 
in his possession, temiing to support 
such belief, to the Third Assistant 
Postmaster General." 

Between the paper trust, which 
trebled the cost of blank newspaper, 
and the rulings of the postofnce de- 
partment, newspapers ar^not now- 
a-days sitting at ease, or /rolling ir 
wealth.— Glasgow Times. '

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 13.~Signor 
Scalvinl, a representative of tne Ital- 
ian Government in New York, was 
in Frankfort Saturday and held a 
conference with Gov. Willson on the 
tobacco situation in Western Ken- 
tucky. 

When asked what action the Ital- 
ian Government would take to re- 
cover the loss BUBtained in the de- 
struction of Its property, Signor 
Scalvini said he could not tell, as 
that matter rested entirely with the 
Italian embassy at Washington and 
that he had not consulted the em- 
bassy since the raid on Hopkinsville. 

Since coming to Kentucky he has 
visited Paducah and Madisonville, 
two of the points where the Italian 
Government has warehouses located, 
and he will return within a short 
time and make inspection of all of 
the points and report to his supe- 
riors. While the exact value of the 
Italian property destroyed by the 
"night riders" in the raid on Hop- 
kinsville has not been defitaitely de- 
cided, it was stated by Signer Scal- 
vini that the loss was estimated at 
about .$10,000. 

It was also learned that the Italian 
Government wi_ll hold the United 
States Government responsible for 
the loss and that the American Gov- 
ernment in turn, will hold the Ken- 
tucky Government responsible, and 
it is said, in view of this the Ken- 
tucky authorities consider it cheaper 
to use the military arm of the law 
to protect the Itulian interests than 
to be compelled to pay a large sum 
for the destruction of property when 
such destruction could be avoided 
at a much smaller cost.
